Good Condition

HERE nre_ three sections 
T of the Bishops’ Encyclical 

addressing themselves to’ 
the great problem of the mo- 
dern world—the Christian Doc- 
trine of Man, the Church and 
the Modern World, and the, 
Christian’ Way. of Life—which 
should be made into a pamphict 
on their own. 


This pamphict should — then 
become compulsory reading for all 
svho have to do with publle life, and 
for that mntter all the rest too. For 
while Communists shout ‘Forward, 
By the Left!” and Conservatives 
“Forward, By the Right!" ‘these 
sections pose the great question 
“Forward—But Where To?" While 
the politician cries: ‘This {s the 
way," the bishops ask, “But what Is 
the address?” 


Tolstoy, in the last century, wrote 
that there were in fact only three 
religions, that Is, three views of the 
nature ‘of man and his relation to 
the Universe. 


First there was the view of the 
man who held that Hfe had no 
special significance at all, Men 
were born. Men died. In the 
Interval thelr business was to 
achieve the maxinum satisfactions 
of which thelr nature was capable, 
regardless of anything or anybody 
else. 


Second, there was the view of 
those who held that the significance 
of the Individual life was to be 
found, not in Stself, but in the 
service given: by ‘that life to the 
family, the class, the nation, of 
which It formed a part. 


And third, there was thé ‘view 
that man's primary ‘function is to 
find_out the will of God concerning 
him, and then, wherever it led, and 
at whatever cost, to do it. 


In the Report the Bishops waste 
little time on the first view, very 
properly, I think. For the man who 
lives only for self - indulgent 
pleasure-seeking is not merely ao 
sinner, but a fool. Happiness [s a 
thing which has a habit of Ughting 
on you when you are looking the 
other way, and not looking for It. 

The real argument Is between the 
second and the third view in 
Tolstoy's classification. 


If the answer to the question, 
“What ig the nature and destiny 
of man?” fs that he should = give 
himself cntircly in obedience and 
service to the nation or group of 
which he ts a member, then certain 
consequences inevitably follow. 


In the case of the group, the 
“Party Hne”’ will take the place of 
® man’s own perceptions of truth. 


In the case of the State, it would 
have the-right to compel oll men 
to conform to the ‘pattern lald down 
as thost sulted to it by those who 
fovern it. : : 


On this basis the suppression of ull 
dissent, the use of oll engines of 
propaganda, regardless of truth, to 
this end, the denial of all Iberties 
of the Individual, ore justified. If 
the State should conclude that, to 
produce a hypothetical good in the 
future, milllons: of men should suffer 
‘Imprisonment, torture, or death now— 
that, too, would, .on this view of 
man, be justified. To do evil that 
good may come is a right, and even 
a duty. i :

Now this is precisely the claim of 
modern Communism. For the sake 
of a hypothetical (and highly 
uncertain) good in the future, we 
must be compelled {nto the class- 
war, fought without restraint, into 
the dictatorship of the prolctariat, 
and the moulding of all men’s minds 
into the Communist mode!—or, if 
they refuse to be moulded, their 
“Hquidation’ ‘ 

oe 


Of this the Bishops 
“Christinns must reject this claim. 
Society exists to serve the needs of 
its members, not to cnslave and 
possess them wholly. Christians 
must repudiate this form of Com- 
munism which exalts atheism, ‘and 
puts supreme confidence in material 
progress...And they must condemn 
the crucltics, injustice, and lying 
propaganda ,which are inherent in 
it’ 


If the third view of Tolstoy's 
classification be truce, then equally, 
certaln consequences fotlow. 


The family, the group, the nation 
will not be neglected by the 
Christian., He will probably be the 
better ‘father, the . better’ trade 
unionist, the better citizen for this 
fact. _But while he progresses for- 
ward jn time, he must grow up- 
wards to ‘eternity. And the con-

CHEMISTS FIND WAY TO

HEMISTS in America have 
found the key that may bring 
cheaper shoes.

Announcement of the discovery 
was made in the magazine Indus- 
trial ‘and Engineering . Chemistry, 
published .by the American Chemical 
Society, The journal pointed out 
that although the tanning of leather 
4s an art older than written history, 
up to now the chemist has been 
unable to compete successfully with 
nature and that most Icather still ts 
made with natural tanning agents. 

However, the new process deve- 
loped by Dr A, H. Winheim, of St 
Louls, and Dr Edward Doherty may 
end the mystery. It employs 
chemicals and. tests. of the 
technique, according to the journal, 
havo. shown that it produces leather 
comparable to those from good 
vegetable tannage,. Furthermore, 
the. new technique produces lcather 
at ower cost and “also makes pos- 
sible great versatility through the 
wide range of characteristics It can 
impart to the leather.”
